tt Was at Surannah a Year lund & Half 


Before the AVar. 


The last great slave auction held iu 


this country occurred just a year and a 
half before tlie war—in October, 1S59 
—at the race track in Savannah. 
The 


slaves were the property of Pierce But- 
ler, a picturesque and prominent figure 
at that day in Philadelphia society, 
who is today only remembered as hav- 
ing been the husband of Fanny Keruble, 
the actress, reader and author.' His fam- 
ily name was Mease, but he inherited a 
fortune in lauds and slaves from his 
grandfather. Major Pierce Butler of 
South Carolina, on condition that he 
should take the latter's name. 


Bi-.tlcr's inveterate passion for gam- 


bling got him into financial difficulties. 
It is said that he lost §20,000 on a sin- 
gle hand—four deuces against 
four 


kings held by bis"opponent. 


Finally, to meet his losses, Butler 


was forced to Fell his slaves. 
There 


were P88 of them in all. Tho sale took 
two days and netted §303,530. 
Butler 


had chosen a goud time to sell. A year 
Inter his negroes would not have been 
worth a dollar a head. 
But the sale 


would have been moie profitable had it 
not been announced as one of tho con- 
ditions that no division of families 
would be permitted. Hence, in order to 
secure a good slave, buyers often had 
to take with them infirm or aged rela- 
tives. 
Out of this limitation grew a
